The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: The following 
reference appears to be the closest art to the claimed invention. Courtin et al (WO 99/29716, 
published date June 17, 1999; English Equivalent: U. S. Patent 6,677,429) teach a compound of 
formula I consisting of all possible isomeric forms, where Ri and R2 are individually selected 
from the group consisting of hydrogen, OH, alkyl of up to 8 carbon atoms optionally interrupted 
with oxygen and optionally substituted with halogen, OH and N(-a) (-b), where a and b are 
individually hydrogen or alkyl of up to 8 carbon atoms, and when R2 is a specific amine- or 
hydroxy-containing alkyl group. Since an English translation of the priority document 
(FRANCE 99/07251) for the instant application has been submitted, the instant application has a 
earlier priority date (June 9, 1 999) than the priority date of Courtin et al Furthermore, a terminal 
disclaimer against U. S. Patent 6,677,429 has been filed. Therefore, the claims are allowable 
over the art of record.
